PETROS, Tenn. (AP) — J ames Earl 
Ray ,

King J r., was hunted early today with 
fiv e other fugitiv es from 
Brushy 
Mountain State Prison in one of East 
Tennessee's most intensiv e manhunts. 
“We’ll do our best to bring him back 
one way or the other,” said state 
Correction Commissioner C. Murray 
Henderson, when asked by a reporter 
if he felt Ray could be caught without 
shots being fired. 
The comment came about eight 
hours after the Friday night escape. 
The escape, Henderson said, was 
obv iously well planned — and it 
probably took the prisoners as much as 
10 minutes. They climbed ov er the 
prison’s 10-foot stone wall, beneath a 
2,300-v olt power line, and between two 
guard towers 7 0 feet apart. 
A sev enth fugitiv e was shot in the leg 
as he scaled the wall on a makeshift 
ladder of light pipe while 
other 
prisoners div erted guards’ attention 
with a mock fight. 
One of the fugitiv es had access to the 
pipe because he worked in the prison 
plumbing shop, Henderson said. 
The wounded prisoner was recap­ 
tured immediately and treated at a 
hospital in nearby Oak Ridge for a leg 
wound inflicted by a .22-caliber rifle 
bullet. 
Henderson said officials had the 
fugitiv es “pretty well box ed in” with

guards, bloodhounds, state troopers, 
FBI agents and agents of the Ten­

He also said two highway patrol 
helicopters would join the search. 
President Carter ordered Atty . Gen. 
Griffin Bell to giv e state officials 
whatev er assistance he could and FBI 
Director Garence Kelley personally 
ordered his agents into the case Friday 
night. 
Guards said it is v irtually impossible 
to remain a fugitiv e for long from the 
isolated prison, 40 miles northwest of 
Knox v ille. They say the only two way s 
out are acro ss a rugged, rattlesnake- 
infested mountain — the route chosen 
by the fugitiv es — or down a road past 
Warden Stoney Lane’s house through 
Petros. 
The manhunt inv olv ed 125 prison 
guards, state tro o pers, FBI and 
Tennessee Bureau of Criminal Iden­ 


tification agents, and o fficers from at 
least six counties. 
State troopers manned at least four 
roadblocks on the road, and guards 
with bloodhounds tracked the fugitiv es 
on three separate trails early today 
through the mountains. 
“We got clo se enough that we could 
hear them in the woods,” said Don 
Daugherty , a guard handling four 
bloodhounds, “ but they got away .” 
Freight trains mov ing near the area 
also were checked. 
King, who won the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1964 for his civ il rights ac­ 
tiv ities, was gunned down on the 
balcony of the liorraine Motel in 
Memphis on April 4, 1968 . 
Ray was arrested in London, 
England, where he had fled after 
leav ing a rifle with his fingerprints 
outside a Memphis rooming house, 
across from the liorraine Motel. 
After a lengthy stay in the Shelby 


County jail in Memphis, Ray pleaded 
guilty on his 41st birthday and was 
sentenced. March 10, 1969, to prison, a 
sentence he began in Nashv ille. 
Almost immediately , howev er, he 
sought to recant his admission in the 
King slay ing, claiming he was a dupe 
in a conspiracy to kill King that in­ 
v olv ed a my sterious “ Raoul” whose 
last name he did not know. In any case, 
he claimed, he did not pull the King 
murder trigger. 
He has stuck, basically , to this story 
during a hearing in Memphis to gain a 
new trial and, more recently , in in­ 
terv iews with representativ es of the 
House Assassinations Committee from 
Washington. 
Others who escaped with Ray were 
identified by prison officials as Donald 
Ray Cay lor, 24, Knox v ille, serv ing 51 
y ears for armed robbery and jail 
escape; Do uglas R. Shelto n, 32, 
Kingsport, Tenn., serv ing 65 y ears for 


first-degree murder; Earl Hill J r., 34, 
Washington County , Tenn., two life 
terms plus 27 y ears for charges in­ 
cluding first-degree murder and rape; 
larry E. Hacker, 32, Hamilton County , 
Ohio] serv ing 28 y ears for assault with 
a deadly weapon and safecracking, 
and Dav id L. Powell, 27 , Chicago, 
serv ing 100 y ears for first-degree 
murder in Memphis. 
Ward. 35 , Dallas, Tex ., was serv ing 
20 to 40 y ears for bank robbery . 
The escape was set up by a mock 
fight in the y ard of the prison by two 
other inmates, one of whom feigned a 
leg fracture, officers said. 
As guards went to break up the 
disturbance, officials said, one of them 
spotted J erry W. Ward scaling the wall 
on the ladder fashioned from conduit, a 
kind of pipe through which electrical 
wire is run. Shots were fired, Ward 
was felled and 
recaptured 
im ­ 
mediately . 


But, according to officials, by the 
time Ward was spotted the others had 
disappeared into the dense, wooded 
hills behind the white, stone prison. 


Ray had been transferred to Brushy 
early in his sentence — mov ing back to 
Nashv ille and the Tennessee State 
Prison when Brushy was closed for 
fiv e y ears. 


At his own request, he was mov ed 
back to Brushy when it reopened in 
197 6. 
It was his third attempt to escape 
from Brushy , but the first time he got 
outside the walls. Once he wound up in 
a steam tunnel and another tune he 
was found cowering in the prison y ard. 
Ray also tried three times to escape 
from the Missouri State Prison. He 
made it on the third try in 1967 and thus 
was a fugitiv e when King was shot, 
while in Memphis to support a strike 
by sanitation workers. 
Fire Report Clears Up M ystery O f 2 Bodies

FORT MITCHELL, Ky . (AP) - The 
fire which killed 161 persons at the 
Bev erly Hills Supper Gub May 28 
burned a “ considerable time” before 
being discov ered, according to Ken­ 
tucky State Fire Marshall Warren 
Southworth. 
Southworth said Friday the results 
of an on-site inv estigation indicate the 
fire started in a “ concealed area” 
around the club’s Zebra Room. 
He said its cause probably was 
electrical in nature, but he declined to 
elaborate. An insurance inv estigator 
reported earlier to The Associated 
Press that a short circuit in a 
decorativ e fountain ignited the fire. 
Southworth declined comment on that 
possibility . 
A concealed area might hav e been 
abov e a false ceiling or around a wall, 
the fire marshal said. The presence of 
combustible ceiling tile and wood 
materials prov ided the fuel supply for 
the spread of the fire around the Zebra 
Room, he said. 
“ Interv iews with occupants of the 
Zebra 
Room and 
adjacent 
areas 
support this conclusion,” said South- 
worth, who said some guests reported 
that they had complained it was get­ 
ting hot in the room before the fire was 
discov ered. 
During a press conference, South- 
worth declined to speculate on when 
the fire broke out at the supper club, 
lo cated fiv e miles south of Cincinnati. 
“ The ignition sequence led to an 
intense heat buildup within the con­ 
cealed space which ultimately resulted 
in the accumulation of smoke and hot 


gases in the Zebra Room itself,” 
Southworth said. “ It was at this point 
when the fire was discov ered and 
attempts were made to ex tinquish it.” 


While attempts were being made to 
ex tinquish the fire, Southworth said, 
“ simultaneous ignition” occurred of 
all combustible materials *within the 
room. 
The fire continued to build, ac­ 
cording to Southworth, until it broke 
out of the Zebra Room through a set of 
double doors located at the north end of 
the room. The fire then spread rapidly 
through the structure, Southworth 
concluded. 


Ken Brandenburgh, Kentucky state 
police commissioner, said the team’s 
conclusion was reached after a two­ 
pronged inv estigation. It consisted of 
30 indiv iduals who hav e already in­ 
terv iewed some 300 people and a 
second team of 12 on-site inv estigators 
who went through the rubble of the 
club. 
Brandenburgh and So uthwo rth 
refused to speculate on po ssible 
v iolations which they might hav e 
found in the construction or operation 
of the club. 
They said a continued inv estigation 
and laboratory analy sis of ev idence 
would produce a timetable of ev ents 
which will help to formalize con­ 
clusions concerning why so many liv es 
were lost. 
Southworth did say that the state had 
last conducted a walk-through in­ 
spection of the club on J an. 27 , 197 7 , 
and that no deficiencies were reported. 


Meanwhile, 
Campbell 
County 
Coroner Dr. Fred Stine announced that 
all 161 bodies recov ered from the fire 
hav e been identified. At the same time, 
the o fficials so lv ed the my stery 
surrounding reports of two persons 
believ ed missing in the rubble. 
He said one of the bodies was 
wrongly identified by relativ es and 
had to be ex humed. The body of J udith 
Bohrer, 22 of Cincinnati, had been 
buried in a grav e under another name, 
Stine said. 


The o ther body was po sitiv ely 
identified Thursday after further 
autopsies. The body turned out to be 
that of a woman reported missing in 
the fire but not found 
The coroner declined to rev eal the 
name of the person who had been 
misidentified. 
“ Ev idently one of the bodies (Miss 
Bohrer) was wrongly identified in the 
early hours after the fire,” Stine said. 
“ A purse which had ev idently been 
ly ing near the body had been put in the 


wrong body bag.” 
The relativ es used personal effects 
to help identify the body , Stine said. 
The body of Ev ely n Shough, 62 of 
Day ton was identified by further 
autopsy tests and through personal 
effects. 
For the last few day s, Stine had been 
meeting with FBI agents who along 
with local officials were attempting to 
untangle the dilemma of the two 
unidentified bodies and two missing 
persons.

(AP) - No 
true set of plans is y et av ailable to aid 
inv estigators study ing the fire which 
swept through Bev erly Hills Supper 
Club, according to Kentucky State Fire 
Marshal Warren Southworth.

Friday that such a set of blueprints 
had been submitted when the club was 
rebuilt in 197 0, but he did not know 
what had happened to them. 


He also could not say whether he had

the inv estigativ e team believ es the 
May 28 fire which killed 161 persons 
began. 
“ We’re redrawing the plans to make 
a close estimate of how the building 
must hav e been configured,” said Ken 
Brandenburgh, state po lice co m­ 
missioner. 
Brandenburgh said sev eral av enues 
were being ex plored to gain copies of 
the plans, although interpretations of 
whether the v arious rooms underwent 
ex tensiv e remo deling may hav e 
precluded blueprints fro m being 
required.

Brandenburgh said, howev er, that 
this information may be contained in

Dutch Storm Train; 8 Killed 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (AP) — 
Dutch commandos with automatic 
weapons, supported by jet fighters and 
armored cars, stormed a train and 
school at dawn today and freed all but 
two of 55 hostages held for 20 day s by 
South Moluccan gunmen. 
The gov ernment said two hostages 
and 6 of 13 terrorists were killed in the 
simultaneous rescue operations 
12 
miles apart in northern Holland’s farm 
country . A gov ernment minister said 
the two hostages were not killed by 
bullets from the marine conunandos’ 
weapons. 
Twelv e persons were wounded in the 
attack on the train, including one 
terrorist, two commandos and nine 
passengers, officials said. 
“ The gov ernment felt it could wait 
no longer when it became clear that 
hostages were reaching py chological 
ex haustion and there was no way to 
persuade the Moluccans to giv e up .... 
We had to use force to prev ent worse 
from happening,” Premier J oop den 
Uy l said in a national broadcast. 
“ In these actions, dead hav e fallen 
among the hostages and among the 
W eath er

Sources said marine demolition 
ex perts slapped plastic ex plosiv es 
against the train doors. The doors blew 
out and other marines, who had 
slithered clo se to the rail embankment 
from fox holes 100 y ards away , leaped 
onto the train and battled the terrorists 
at close quarters. 


J ustice Minister Andreas v an Agt 
told reporters the two dead hostages 
were not killed by marine bullets, but 
he declined to elaborate. 
The marines poured into the school 
at 
Bov ensmilde, on the southern 
outskirts of Assen, after one of four 
armo red v ehicles on the scene 


smashed through the front brick wall. 
Newsmen, kept behind police lines 
sev eral hundred y ards from the train 
and school, reported heav y automatic 
weapons fire at both locations. 
Witnesses said the train, stalled in a 
field north of Assen, was pocked with 
bullet holes. The front of the train, 
where the terro rists 
had their 
headquarters, was blackened by ex ­ 
plosions.

FORT MITCHELL, Ky. (AP) - The 
fire which killed 161 persons at the 
Beverly Hills Supper Club May 28 
burned a “considerable time” before 
being discovered, according to Ken­ 
tucky State Fire Marshall Warren 
Southworth. 
Southworth said Friday the results 
of an on-site investigation indicate the 
fire started in a “concealed area” 
around the club’s Zebra Room. 
He said its cause probably was 
electrical in nature, but he declined to 
elaborate. An insurance investigator 
reported earlier to The Associated 
Press that a short circuit in a 
decorative fountain ignited the fire. 
Southworth declined comment on that 
possibility. 
A concealed area might have been 
above a false ceiling or around a wall, 
the fire marshal said. The presence of 
combustible ceiling tile and wood 
materials provided the fuel supply for 
the spread of the fire around the Zebra 
Room, he said. 
“Interviews with occupants of the 
Zebra Room and adjacent areas 
support this conclusion,” said South­ 
worth, who said some guests reported 
that they had complained it was get­ 
ting hot in the room before the fire was 
discovered. 
During a press conference, South­ 
worth declined to speculate on when 
the fire broke out at the supper club, 
located five miles south of Cincinnati. 
“The ignition sequence led to an 
intense heat buildup within the con­ 
cealed space which ultimately resulted 
in the accumulation of smoke and hot 


gases in the Zebra Room itself,” 
Southworth said. “It was at this point 
when the fire was discovered and 
attempts were made to extinquish it.” 


While attempts were being made to 
extinquish the fire, Southworth said, 
“simultaneous ignition” occurred of 
all combustible materials Vithin the 
room. 
The fire continued to build, ac­ 
cording to Southworth, until it broke 
out of the Zebra Room through a set of 
double doors located at the north end of 
the room. The fire then spread rapidly 
through the structure, Southworth 
concluded. 


Ken Brandenburgh, Kentucky state 
police commissioner, said the team’s 
conclusion was reached after a two­ 
pronged investigation. It consisted of 
30 individuals who have already in­ 
terviewed some 300 people and a 
second team of 12 on-site investigators 
who went through the rubble of the 
club. 
Brandenburgh and Southworth 
refused to speculate on possible 
violations which they might have 
found in the construction or operation 
of the club. 
They said a continued investigation 
and laboratory analysis of evidence 
would produce a timetable of events 
which will help to formalize con­ 
clusions concerning why so many lives 
were lost. 
Southworth did say that the state had 
last conducted a walk-through in­ 
spection of the club on Jan. 27, 1977, 
and that no deficiencies were reported. 
Air Pollution 
Standards Studied 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Auto in­ 
dustry and C arter adm inistration 
lobbyists are continuing their efforts to 
influence new air pollution standards 
for cars, factories and cities as a 
House-Senate conference committee 
seeks a compromise clean air bill. 
The adm inistration wants the 
conference committee to adopt the 
tougher auto controls in legislation 
that the Senate passed on Friday, 73-7, 
while the industry is pulling for the less 
stringent standards in a sim ilar 
bill approved by the House last month. 


Both sides are predicting victory as 
the conference committee prepares to 
reconcile differences between the two 
bills. ' 
Both versions of the legislation give 
automakers a new extension from 
automobile 
exhaust 
standards 
scheduled to take effect on 1978 
models. 
The Senate put off the 
deadline to 1980. The House bill, 
containing 
the 
industry-backed 
timetable, puts off some standards 
until 1980 while postponing others 
indefinitely. 


The Clean Air Act of 1970 called for a 
90 per cent reduction in pollutants 
emitted by automobile engines. The 
deadline was first set for 1975, but 
industry already has been granted 
three one-year extensions. 


According 
to 
congressional 
testimony, meeting the auto standards 
in the Senate bill would add between 
$300 and $350 to the sticker price of new 
cars while the House-passed bill would 
add about $170. 
Under the Senate bill, the govern­ 
ment also would have to establish 
emission 
rules for trucks 
and 
motorcycles and begin enforcing them 
in 1981.

The other body was positively 
identified Thursday after further 
autopsies. The body turned out to be 
that of a woman reported missing in 
the fire but not found. 
The coroner declined to reveal the 
name of the person who had been 
misidentified. 
“Evidently one of the bodies (Miss 
Bohrer) was wrongly identified in the 
early hours after the fire,” Stine said. 
“A purse which had evidently been 
lying near the body had been put in the 


wrong body bag.” 
The relatives used personal effects 
to help identify the body, Stine said. 
The body of Evelyn Shough, 62 of 
Dayton was identified by further 
autopsy tests and through personal 
effects. 
For the last few days, Stine had been 
meeting with FBI agents who along 
with local officials were attempting to 
untangle the dilemma of the two 
unidentified bodies and two missing 
persons.

Supper Club 
Blueprints 
Not Found 
FORT MITCHELL, Ky. (AP) - No 
true set of plans is yet available to aid 
investigators studying the fire which 
swept through Beverly Hills Supper 
Club, according to Kentucky State Fire 
Marshal Warren Southworth. 


Southworth told a news conference 
Friday that such a set of blueprints 
had been submitted when the club was 
rebuilt in 1970, but he did not know 
what had happened to them. 


He also could not say whether he had 
ever received plans for a 
later 
remodeling of the Zebra Room, where 
the investigative team believes the 
May 28 fire which killed 161 persons 
began. 
“We’re redrawing the plans to make 
a close estimate of how the building 
must have been configured,” said Ken 
Brandenburgh, state police com­ 
missioner. 
Brandenburgh said several avenues 
were being explored to gain copies of 
the plans, although interpretations of 
whether the various rooms underwent 
extensive remodeling may have 
precluded blueprints from being 
required. 
Also still unavailable to state of­ 
ficials is the total capacity of the club. 
Brandenburgh said, however, that 
this information may be contained in 
the 
ever-growing 
number 
of 
documents being collected on the 
supper club, located five miles south of 
Cincinnati. 
Investigators, who just finished their 
on-site inspection Friday, have not yet 
turned their attention to this mountain 
of paperwork, Brandenburgh said.

Dutch Storm Train; 8 Killed 


ASSEN, The Netherlands (AP) — 
Dutch commandos with automatic 
weapons, supported by jet fighters and 
armored cars, stormed a train and 
school at dawn today and freed all but 
two of 55 hostages held for 20 days by 
South Moluccan gunmen. 
The government said two hostages 
and 6 of 13 terrorists were killed in the 
sunultaneous rescue operations 12 
miles apart in northern Holland’s farm 
country. A government minister said 
the two hostages were not killed by 
bullets from the marine commandos’ 
weapons. 
Twelve persons were wounded in the 
attack on the train, including one 
terrorist, two commandos and nine 
passengers, officials said. 
“The government felt it could wait 
no longer when it became clear that 
hostages were reaching pychological 
exhaustion and there was no way to 
persuade the Moluccans to give up .... 
We had to use force to prevent worse 
from happening,” Premier Joop den 
Uyl said in a national broadcast. 
“In these actions, dead have fallen 
among the hostages and among the

hijackers. The government knew this 
was possible. But ultimately we did not 
see any other way and we could not 
and must not have let the hijackers 
leave the country unpunished,” den 
Uyl said. 
To allow the terrorists to leave would 
have invited new kidnapings and “the 
exposure of free citizens to black­ 
mail,” the prenuer said. 
The gunmen were demanding the 
release of 21 comrades jailed for 
previous terror acts and a jet to fly 
them all out of the country. 
The raids began just before sunrise 
when five F104 jet fighters thundered 
over the train, where 51 hostages were 
held. 
The planes appeared to be dropping 
smoke bombs. But a Justice Ministry 
spokesman said later the jets dropped 
nothing, and the explosions and smoke 
were detonated on the ground as a 
diversionary tactic. 
Sources said marine demolition 
experts slapped plastic explosives 
against the train doors. The doors blew 
out and other marines, who had 
slithered close to the rail embankment 
from foxholes IOO yards away, leaped 
onto the train and battled the terrorists 
at close quarters. 


Justice Minister Andreas van Agt 
told reporters the two dead hostages 
were not killed by marine bullets, but 
lie declined to elaborate. 
The marines poured alto the school 
at Bovensmilde, on the southern 
outskirts of Assen, after one of four 
armored vehicles on the scene 


smashed through the front brick wall. 
Newsmen, kept behind police lines 
several hundred yards from the train 
and school, reported heavy automatic 
weapons fire at both locations. 
Witnesses said the train, stalled in a 
field north of Assen, was pocked with 
bullet holes. The front of the train, 
where the terrorists had their 
headquarters, was blackened by ex­ 
plosions. 
All of those killed were aboard the 
train, including hostages identified as 
J.M O. Monsjou, 19, a woman from 
nearby Groningen, and M. van 
Baarsel, 40, a man from Kist in 
southeast Holland.

Walnut Fever Excites M any Ohio Tree Owners 


Wages and salaries increased by an 
average of 1.5 per cent during the first 
3 months of this year compared to a 1.9 
per cent rate of gain in the last quarter 
of 1976. A major factor behind the 
earnings slow-down were the few 
collective bargaining agreements 
negotiated during the most recent 
period. The pay for all workers 
covered by union agreements rose 1.4 
per cent (2 per cent in the previous 
quarter) and pay for all manufac­ 
turing workers slowed to 1.9 per cent 
from 2.2 per cent. For the 12 months 
ending March 31 blue-collar pay in­ 
creased 7.4 per cent, service workers 
pay rose 7.3 per cent and white-collar 
pay rose 6.2 per cent. 


Agricultural prices rose by 2 per 
cent during the 30 day period ending on 
May 15. This follows a 1.5 per cent 
increase in the previous 30 day period 
and is the sixth consecutive monthly 
increase Steady upward pressure on 
farm product prices points toward 
further increases in retail food prices, 
that may increase as much as 6 per 
cent during all of 1977. Main factors 
behind most recent increase were a 
$4.70 per hundredweight jump in hog 
prices to an average of $40.70, a $1.20 
per hundredweight hike in all cattle 
prices to $36.10, and a 35 cents per 
bushel increase in soybean prices. 
Partially offsetting were lower prices 
for com and sorghum. The index of 
prices paid by farmers for production 
inputs remained unchanged in the 
latest 30 day period. 


Ohio’s agricultural exports in fiscal 
1976 of $800 million ranked 10th among 
the states. Illinois topped the list with 
sales valued at $2.4 billion. Iowa was 
second with $1.8 billion followed by 
Texas, California, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Indiana, 
Minnesota 
and 
North 
Carolina. Sixty per cent of the $22.8 
billion agricultural exports originated 
in the top ten states. 


Wheat and feed grain acreage 
certification will be revived this year. 
Certification was used through 1973 
then discontinued on the two crops. 
The farm legislation for 1978 wheat, 
feed grains and cotton programs 
provides the Secretary could base set 
aside requirements on the previous 
year’s acreage. Also he might have the 
option of picking the year. 


Com use in domestic feeding below 
year ago is baffling. Factors normally 
associated with strong feed use include 
1) increased output of livestock and 
poultry products, 2) sharply higher 
protein prices, 3) extremely cold 
temperatures increasing livestock 
energy requirements and, 5) short hay 
supplies. The prior factors would seem 
to outweigh the use reducing factors 
that follow: 1) lighter hog slaughter 
weights, 2) apparent shorter feeding 
periods for cattle on feed, 3) high 
quality 1976 corn crop, and 4) more 
silage. Exports of com have been at a 
record pace. Carryover on October 1, 
1977 may be pushed upward 400-500 
million bushels above the 398 million 
bushels carryover of 1976. 


Hog and pigs quarterly report is 
frequently criticized for the downward 
effect on prices. In the 1973-76 period 
with 16 reports issued, hog prices the 
week of the report were higher 9 times 
and lower 7 times than the week prior 
to the report. The total dollar change 
was $15.19 for the increase and $9.61 
for the decline—a net of $5.58. But 
factors other than the report have 
much more influence on hog prices. 
The hog cycle and seasonality of hog 
prices that are influenced by supplies 
and prices of feed, supplies of beef and 
poultry, consumer incomes, have 
much more influence on hog prices 
than the reports. The reports are for 
planning purposes — to step up or cut 
back breeding and feeding operations. 


Reason To 
Look Bad

lawns that turned brown in late May 
and had poor quality entering the sum­ 
mer had a reason, say extension 
specialists at The Ohio State Univer­ 
sity, 
A number of factors were probably 
behind the problem, but two primary 
ones were lack of moisture and leafspot 
disease The moisture problem can be 
corrected by sufficient rainfall or sup­ 
plemental 
irrigation. 
Normally, 
irrigation is not recommended unless a 
high quality lawn is needed. Most 
bluegrass will suffer from drought but 
will recover as soon as adequate water 
(moisture) is available. 
leafspot is caused by the fungus 
Helminthosporium and 
was par­ 
ticularly severe this spring. Many 
lawns turned yellow by browning and 
thinning of the turf. This fungus disease 
first infects the leaves, causing an ellip­ 
tical yellow-brown lesion with darken- 
ded borders. As the disease progresses, 
the lower portions of the plant may 
become infected, eventually causing 
severe thinning of the turf and perhaps 
death of the plant. 
No chemical will be particularly ef­ 
fective at this date. Plenty of moisture 
and nutrition should insure maximum 
recovery. The long range solution is to 
overseed with resistant bluegrass 
varieties or begin a chemical control 
program in early spring. 
June is also a month that brings 
severe insect problems. The major 
lawn insects in June are sod webworm 
and chinch bug. Sod webworm may be 
identified by the adult moth which is 
buff colored and may be seen flying 
above the grass about dusk or when you 
mow. This moth lays eggs which hatch 
into small worms that feed on the grass. 
Feedings like this cause short, brown 
stubble, called brown spots in the lawn. 
The chinch bug is a very small insect 
that moves rapidly among the thatch 
and grass plants. At first it is red or 
orange and then changed to a dark 
colored adult. Chinch bugs have pier­ 
cing-sucking mouthparts that damage 
the turf by removing the juices. Symp­ 
toms are a tanning of the grass followed 
by browning and death. 
Control of chinch bug and sod web­ 
worm can be done about mid-June. A 
second treatment should be made about 
mid-August to catch the second 
generation. Several insecticides are ef­ 
fective against these insects. Examples 
are Seven and Diazinon. Follow direc­ 
tions on the label. If you do not have the 
equipment or ambition to treat your 
lawn for insects and diseases, there are 
several commercial concerns that will 
take care of your lawn for you.

WASHINGTON (AP) - When the

“ Walnut Fever” is attacking many 
Ohio home owners this spring, reports 
Robert Touse, extension specialist in 
wood utilization at the Ohio State 
University. The chief symptom, he 
explains, is a sudden urge to strike it 
rich in the backyard. 


Dozens of walnut tree owners have 
been calling Touse and other faculty 
members of the OSU Division of 
Forestry, hoping that their tree - or 
perhaps two or three - may be a money 
tree in disguise. 
“ We have a big walnut tree in our 
backyard,” the caller will begin. “ It's 
really a big one! I have to stand on my 
tiptoes to reach the first branches. Do 
you think someone would buy it for 
veneer or furniture? 
Touse says recent reports of Ohio 
walnut trees selling for high prices 
have excited many folks. Recently, 
one buyer is said to have paid $30,000 
for a single walnut tree in northwest 
Ohio. So owners of a walnut tree or two 
think their tree may be very valuable 
too. But, like a late winter snowstorm, 
Touse usually has to cool the en­ 
thusiasm. 
First, he explains, the backyard isn't 


the ideal place to grow lumber - or 
veneer - quality walnut (or other 
hardwood) logs. Good lumber trees 
need the competition of other forest 
trees to grow tall and straight. Also, 
this competition for a place in the sky 
causes the tree to shed its lower 
branches before they make large 
knots. 
Backyard trees usually grow more 
bushy, with branches spreading 
outward. So unless you can stretch far 
higher than Wilt Chamberlain, forget 
trying to reach those lower branches, 
Touse tells callers. Those branches 
should be at least 20 feet above the 
ground to make useful lumber. What’s 
more, if you can give your tree a 
complete bearhug, touching hands on 
the far side, it isn’t big enough 
Second, backyard trees may be the 
next thing to a hardware store - filled 
with nails, screws, wires, bolts and 
other metal. This hardware often 
results from a lived-in yard with 
fences, treehuts and clothes lines 
attached to the tree. Touse says no 
timber buyer will tackle backyard 
trees. Such hardware could send a mill 
owner on an emergency trip to a 
sawtooth dentist. Just one spike or bolt 


might cause hundreds of dollars of 
damage to milling equipment. 
Third, buyers won’t handle single 
trees. They can’t afford to move their 
equipment to your place for such a 
small amount of lumber or veneer 
logs. Also, felling trees in the yard can 
be tricky or even dangerous. Yelling 
“ Timber” may move the people out of 
the way, but it does little to keep the 
tree frijm hitting houses, wires, 
flowers and other items that may be in 
the way. And, in the woods, the loggers 
usually take only the usable lumber 
and leave the top branches But most 
homeowners don’t like to have tree 
tops left in their yards. 
Despite the reports of high prices for 
such trees as walnut (and white oak is 
another hot seller), Touse says buyers 
tell him there is no extreme scarcity. 
One buyer said he knew just where his 
trees would come from for the next 
five years. 
In many cases, says Touse, the 
owners of woodlots and high-quality 
trees wait until they get their price or 
need money. Often a farmer will hang 
onto his trees during his lifetime, but 
at his death the heirs will sell the trees 
for ready cash.

Doing an “ expert” job of combining 
your wheat this year can be worth 
nearly $15 per hour more than if you do 
an average job, said Delbert M. Byg, 
extension agricultural engineer at The 
Ohio State University. 
Expert combine operators, he said, 
should be able to keep machine losses 
to about 1 per cent of yield. The 
average operator, however, loses 
about 6.5 per cent of yield due to im­ 
proper adjustment or operation of the 
grain combine. 
With wheat at $2.25 per bushel and 
combines capable of harvesting 3 
acres per hour in 40 bushel acre wheat, 
being an “ expert” amounts to $14.85 
per hour. That’s a pretty good in­ 
centive to do your best, Byg suggested. 
Another incentive is that every extra 
bushel saved is usually clear profit 
because no extra expense is required 
in doing an expert job over an average 
job other than putting some key 
practices to work for you. 
The key practices Byg referred to 
are. know where to expect grain 
losses; know how to quickly measure 
these losses; know losses to expect 
from different components of your 
combine when doing an expert job of 
combining; and know machine ad­ 
justments and operating practices that 
will give the least loss. 
The sources of loss along with the 
loss levels to match or beat are listed 
by the engineer as follows : 
Cutterbar or header loss equals 0.2 
bushel per acre (this type of loss is 
usually the largest for the average 
operator and may exceed 1 bushel per 
acre). 
Cylinder loss or unthreshed heads 
equals 0.2 bushel per acre (do not try to 
reduce this loss to zero because 
overthreshuig will cause rack and shoe 
losses to increase). 
Rack loss equals 0.1 bushel per acre. 
Shoe loss equals 0.1 bushel per acre. 
< Rack and shoe losses may be much

So if you have walnut fever, you may 
not be able to use the cash-in-pocket 
cure, Touse concludes. Even if walnuts 
and leaves from your backyard shade 
tree are messing up your lawn and 
you'd like to cut the tree, don’t expect 
to find the bark simply a veneer hiding 
solid gold heartwood, he consoles. 
Yours is probably just another nice 
shade tree.

Walnut Fever Excites Many Ohio Tree Owners 


Wages and salaries increased by an 
average of 1.5 per cent during the first 
3 months of this year compared to a 1.9 
per cent rate of gain in the last quarter 
of 1976. A major factor behind the 
earnings slow-down were the few 
collective bargaining agreements 
negotiated during the most recent 
period. The pay for all workers 
covered by union agreements rose 1.4 
per cent (2 per cent in the previous 
quarter) and pay for all manufac­ 
turing workers slowed to 1.9 per cent 
from 2.2 per cent. For the 12 months 
ending March 31 blue-collar pay in­ 
creased 7.4 per cent, service workers 
pay rose 7.3 per cent and white-collar 
pay rose 6.2 per cent. 


Agricultural prices rose by 2 per 
cent during the 30 day period ending on 
May 15. This follows a 1.5 per cent 
increase in the previous 30 day period 
and is the sixth consecutive monthly 
increase. Steady upward pressure on 
farm product prices points toward 
further increases in retail food prices, 
that may increase as much as 6 per 
cent during all of 1977. Main factors 
behind most recent increase were a 
$4.70 per hundredweight jump in hog 
prices to an average of $40.70, a $1.20 
per hundredweight hike in all cattle 
prices to $36.10, and a 35 cents per 
bushel increase in soybean prices. 
Partially offsetting were lower prices 
for com and sorghum. The index of 
prices paid by farmers for production 
inputs remained unchanged in the 
latest 30 day period. 


Ohio’s agricultural exports in fiscal 
1976 of $800 million ranked 10th among 
the states. Illinois topped the list with 
sales valued at $2.4 billion. Iowa was 
second with $1.8 billion followed by 
Texas, California, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Indiana, 
Minnesota 
and 
North 
Carolina. Sixty per cent of the $22.8 
billion agricultural exports originated 
in the top ten states. 


Wheat and feed grain acreage 
certification w ill be revived this year. 
Certification was used through 1973 
then discontinued on the two crops. 
The farm legislation for 1978 wheat, 
feed grains and cotton programs 
provides the Secretary could base set 
aside requirements on the previous 
year’s acreage. Also he might have the 
option of picking the year. 


Com use in domestic feeding below 
year ago is baffling. Factors normally 
associated with strong feed use include 
I) increased output of livestock and 
poultry products, 2) sharply higher 
protein prices, 3) extremely cold 
tem peratures increasing livestock 
energy requirements and, 5) short hay 
supplies. The prior factors would seem 
to outweigh the use reducing factors 
that follow: I) lighter hog slaughter 
weights, 2) apparent shorter feeding 
periods for cattle on feed, 3) high 
quality 1976 com crop, and 4) more 
silage. Exports of com have been at a 
record pace. Carryover on October I, 
1977 may be pushed upward 400-500 
million bushels above the 398 million 
bushels carryover of 1976. 


Hog and pigs quarterly report is 
frequently criticized for the downward 
effect on prices. In the 1973-76 period 
with 16 reports issued, hog prices the 
week of the report were higher 9 times 
and lower 7 times than the week prior 
to the report. The total dollar change 
was $15.19 for the increase and $9.61 
for the decline—a net of $5.58. But 
factors other than the report have 
much more influence on hog prices. 
The hog cycle and seasonality of hog 
prices that are influenced by supplies 
and prices of feed, supplies of beef and 
poultry, consumer incomes, have 
much more influence on hog prices 
than the reports. The reports are for 
planning purposes — to step up or cut 
back breeding and feeding operations. 


Look Bad

Lawns that turned brown in late May 
and had poor quality entering the sum­ 
mer had a reason, say extension 
specialists at The Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. 
A number of factors were probably 
behind the problem, but two primary 
ones were lack of moisture and leafspot 
disease. The moisture problem can be 
corrected by sufficient rainfall or sup­ 
plemental 
irrigation. 
Norm ally, 
irrigation is not recommended unless a 
high quality lawn is needed. Most 
bluegrass w ill suffer from drought but 
w ill recover as soon as adequate water 
(moisture) is available. 
Leafspot is caused by the fungus 
Helminthosporium and was par­ 
ticularly severe this spring. Many 
lawns turned yellow by browning and 
thinning of the turf. This fungus disease 
first infects the leaves, causing an ellip­ 
tical yellow-brown lesion with darken­ 
e d borders. As the disease progresses, 
the lower portions of the plant may 
become infected, eventually causing 
severe thinning of the turf and perhaps 
death of the plant. 
No chemical w ill be particularly ef­ 
fective at this date. Plenty of moisture 
and nutrition should insure maximum 
recovery. The long range solution is to 
overseed with resistant bluegrass 
varieties or begin a chemical control 
program in early spring. 
June is also a month that brings 
severe insect problems. The major 
lawn insects in June are sod webworm 
and chinch bug. Sod webworm may be 
identified by the adult moth which is 
buff colored and may be seen flying 
above the grass about dusk or when you 
mow. This moth lays eggs which hatch 
into small worms that feed on the grass. 
Feedings like this cause short, brown 
stubble, called brown spots in the lawn. 
The chinch bug is a very small insect 
that moves rapidly among the thatch 
and grass plants. At first it is red or 
orange and then changed to a dark 
colored adult. Chinch bugs have pier­ 
cing-sucking mouthparts that damage 
the turf by removing the juices. Symp­ 
toms are a tanning of the grass followed 
by browning and death. 
Control of chinch bug and sod web­ 
worm can be done about mid-June. A 
second treatment should be made about 
mid-August to catch the second 
generation. Several insecticides are ef­ 
fective against these insects. Examples 
are Seven and Diazinon. Follow direc­ 
tions on the label. If you do not have the 
equipment or ambition to treat your 
lawn for insects and diseases, there are 
several commercial concerns that will 
take care of your lawn for you.

“ Walnut Fever” is attacking many 
Ohio home owners this spring, reports 
Robert Touse, extension specialist in 
wood utilization at the Ohio State 
University. The chief symptom, he 
explains, is a sudden urge to strike it 
rich in the backyard. 


Dozens of walnut tree owners have 
been calling Touse and other faculty 
members of the OSU Division of 
Forestry, hoping that their tree - or 
perhaps two or three - may be a money 
tree in disguise. 


“ We have a big walnut tree in our 
backyard,” the caller w ill begin. “ It’s 
really a big one! I have to stand on my 
tiptoes to reach the first branches. Do 
you think someone would buy it for 
veneer or furniture? 
Touse says recent reports of Ohio 
walnut trees selling for high prices 
have excited many folks. Recently, 
one buyer is said to have paid $30,000 
for a single walnut tree in northwest 
Ohio. So owners of a walnut tree or two 
think their tree may be very valuable 
too. But, like a late winter snowstorm, 
Touse usually has to cool the en­ 
thusiasm. 
First, he explains, the backyard isn’t 


the ideal place to grow lumber - or 
veneer - quality walnut (or other 
hardwood) logs. Good lumber trees 
need the competition of other forest 
trees to grow tall and straight. Also, 
this competition for a place in the sky 
causes the tree to shed its lower 
branches before they make large 
knots. 
Backyard trees usually grow more 
bushy, with branches spreading 
outward. So unless you can stretch far 
higher than W ilt Chamberlain, forget 
trying to reach those lower branches, 
Touse tells callers. Those branches 
should be at least 20 feet above the 
ground to make useful lumber. What’s 
more, if you can give your tree a 
complete bearhug, touching hands on 
the far side, it isn’t big enough. 
Second, backyard trees may be the 
next thing to a hardware store - filled 
with nails, screws, wires, bolts and 
other metal. This hardware often 
results from a lived-in yard with 
fences, treehuts and clothes lines 
attached to the tree. Touse says no 
timber buyer will tackle backyard 
trees. Such hardware could send a m ill 
owner on an emergency trip to a 
sawtooth dentist. Just one spike or bolt 
Proper Combining Can Add 
Profit To W heat Crop

Doing an “ expert” job of combining 
your wheat this year can be worth 
nearly $15 per hour more than if you do 
an average job, said Delbert M. Byg, 
extension agricultural engineer at The 
Ohio State University. 
Expert combine operators, he said, 
should be able to keep machine losses 
to about I per cent of yield. The 
average operator, however, loses 
about 6.5 per cent of yield due to im­ 
proper adjustment or operation of the 
grain combine. 
With wheat at $2.25 per bushel and 
combines capable of harvesting 3 
acres per hour in 40 bushel acre wheat, 
being an “ expert” amounts to $14.85 
per hour. That’s a pretty good in­ 
centive to do your best, Byg suggested. 
Another incentive is drat every extra 
bushel saved is usually clear profit 
because no extra expense is required 
in doing an expert job over an average 
job other than putting some key 
practices to work for you. 
The key practices Byg referred to 
are: know where to expect grain 
losses; know how to quickly measure 
these losses; know losses to expect 
from different components of your 
combine when doing an expert job of 
combining; and know machine ad­ 
justments and operating practices that 
w ill give the least loss. 
The sources of loss along with the 
loss levels to match or beat are listed 
by the engineer as follows: 
Cutterbar or header loss equals 0.2 
bushel per acre (this type of loss is 
usually the largest for the average 
operator and may exceed I bushel per 
acre). 
Cylinder loss or unthreshed heads 
equals 0.2 bushel per acre (do not try to 
reduce this loss to zero because 
overthreshing will cause rack and shoe 
losses to increase). 
Rack loss equals 0.1 bushel per acre. 
Shoe loss equals 0.1 bushel per acre. 
(Rack and shoe losses may be much 
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might cause hundreds of dollars of 
damage to milling equipment. 
Third, buyers won’t handle single 
trees. They can’t afford to move their 
equipment to your place for such a 
small amount of lumber or veneer 
logs. Also, felling trees in the yard can 
be tricky or even dangerous. Yelling 
“ Timber” may move the people out of 
the way, but it does little to keep the 
tree frtjm hitting houses, wires, 
flowers and other items that may be in 
the way. And, in the woods, the loggers 
usually take only the usable lumber 
and leave the top branches. But most 
homeowners don’t like to have tree 
tops left in their yards. 
Despite the reports of high prices for 
such trees as walnut (and white oak is 
another hot seller), Touse says buyers 
tell him there is no extreme scarcity. 
One buyer said he knew just where his 
trees would come from for the next 
five years. 
In many cases, says Touse, the 
owners of woodlots and high-quality 
trees wait until they get their price or 
need money. Often a farmer will hang 
onto his trees during his lifetime, but 
at his death the heirs w ill sell the trees 
for ready cash. 


There is one walnut sawmill and 
veneer m ill in Ohio, located at Piqua, 
notes Touse. Most of the other walnut 
is exported either to other states or 
abroad. Present world markets in­ 
clude Italy, Germany, Switzerland and 
Japan. Many Japanese-made pianos

American walnut, most of it from 
states to the west of Ohio. Indiana is 
the center of the nation’s walnut in­ 
dustry, Touse points out. 


So if you have walnut fever, you may 
not be able to use the cash-in-pocket 
cure, Touse concludes.

NEW YORK (A P ) - “ Taiwan isn’t 
going to disappear. We are going to 
stay right here, to stay alive and do all 
we can." 
The words are those of Ambassador 
James C.H. Chen of the Republic of 
China, more often called Taiwan these 
days by those who wish to distinguish it 
from the People’s Republic of China on 
the mainland. 
Chen spoke in response to a question 
about the security of U.S. investments 
in Taiwan should the United States 
recognize the Peking government. The 
question was one that too often is 
politely left unasked. 
Taiwan maintains it is the real 
China, and that someday it will return 
to the mainland, now controlled by the 
Communists. The United States isn't 
as 
certain; 
it 
has 
studied 
the 
possibility of recognizing the Com­ 
munists. 
If it does so, will that mean dropping 
diplomatic recognition of the Taiwan 
government? Abrogating the defense 
treaty? Removing military support? 
All these the Peking government has 
said it wants. 
The uncertainties leave American 
businessmen in a predicament: Should 
they continue to invest in the thriving 
economy of Taiwan and perhaps find 
themselves some day without the 
security of diplomatic recognition? 
Many 
U.S. 
businessmen 
remain 
confident of their investments and, in 
fact, are adding to them. So too are 
companies from all over the in­ 
dustrialized world, who poured more 
than $140 million into the island 
republic last year. 
Much of that total, up 20 per cent 
from 1975, came from nations that 
already had dropped diplom atic 


recognition of Taiwan. But investment 
by firms based in the United States, 
which continues to recognize Taiwan, 
dropped to only half the 1975 total of $41 
million.

A new synthetic fat seems to be able 
to reduce the amount of cholesterol ab­ 
sorbed from food. The substance, 
known as a sucrose polyester, has all of 
the cooking properties of ordinary 
vegetable oil. 
A group of physicians at the Univer­ 
sity of Cincinnati, led by Dr. Fred H. 
Mattson, recently completed a study in 
patients with dangergously high blood 
cholesterol levels. 
Using this sucrose polyester it is 
possible, in well-chosen cases, to 
reduce the cholesterol level in the blood 
even when the patient is given a nor­ 
mal, unrestricted diet. 
Studies 
in 
experimental 
animals 
show that the sucrose polyester 
remains undigested and also keeps the 
body from digesting and absorbing the 
cholesterol in relatively high fat diets. 
It will be interesting to see how these 
findings are substantiated by other 
research workers. 


It is well known that patients with 
severe kidney disease can sometimes 
retain toxic substances in the blood 
which affect their capacity to think and 
function. 
When these substances are removed 
by the process of dialysis with a kidney 


machine, these symptoms very often 
disappear. 
This finding prompted Dr. Jam es R. 
Cade, of the University of Florida, to 
try the dialysis regime on patients suf­ 
fering 
from 
schizophrenia. 
This 
unusual approach has revealed some 
very exciting information. 
Schizophrenics who had not respond­ 
ed to other forms of treatment have 
shown remarkable advances with this 
form of therapy. 
Another psychiatrist, Dr. Herbert 
Wagemaker, now at the University of 
Louisville, said after using this 
technique, “ Most encouraging is the 
improved quality of life that patients 
(schizophrenic) enjoy after dialysis. 
Unlike 
schizophrenics 
on 
other 
medication, these patients are able to 
attend school, hold jobs and interact 
socially." 
How this technique works is not com­ 
pletely and thoroughly understood. It is 
believed that other factors, besides 
removing toxic substances from the 
blood, are involved. 
A large study is being proposed to the 
National Institute of Mental Health, in 
an effort to critically evaluate this new 
concept in the treatment of mental 
disease.

Mattson, recently completed a study in 
patients with dangergously high blood 
cholesterol levels. 
Using this sucrose polyester it is 
possible, in well-chosen cases, to 
reduce the cholesterol level in the blood 
even when the patient is given a nor­ 
mal, unrestricted diet. 
Studies in experimental animals 
show that the sucrose polyester 
remains undigested and also keeps the 
body from digesting and absorbing the 
cholesterol in relatively high fat diets. 
It will be interesting to see how these 
findings are substantiated by other 
research workers.

It is well known that patients with 
severe kidney disease can sometimes 
retain toxic substances in the blood 
which affect their capacity to think and 
function. 
When these substances are removed 
by the process of dialysis with a kidney 


machine, these symptoms very 
disappear. 
This finding prompted Dr. James R. 
Cade, of the University of Florida, to 
try the dialysis regime on patients suf­ 
fering from schizophrenia. This 
unusual approach has revealed some 
very exciting information. 
Schizophrenics who had not respond­ 
ed to other forms of treatment have 
shown remarkable advances with this 
form of therapy. 
Another psychiatrist, Dr. Herbert 
Wagemaker, now at the University of 
Louisville, said after using this 
technique, “Most encouraging is the 
improved quality of life that patients 
(schizophrenic) enjoy after dialysis. 
Unlike 
schizophrenics 
on 
other 
medication, these patients are able to 
attend school, hold jobs and interact 
socially.” 
How this technique works is not com­ 
pletely and thoroughly understood. It is 
believed that other factors, besides 
removing toxic substances from the 
blood, are involved. 
A large study is being proposed to the 
National Institute of Mental Health, in 
an effort to critically evaluate this new 
concept in the treatment of mental 
disease.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Government 
cannot stand in the way of teen-agers 
who want to buy nonprescription 
contraceptives, the Supreme Court 
says. 


But the nation’s highest court ap­ 
parently is not as sure about what 
rights, if any, parents have to block 
their child’s access to such birth 
control devices. 


The court split 7-2 as it ruled 
Thursday that states may not bar the 
sale of contraceptives to children, 
striking down a New York law that cut 
off access to contraceptives for 
youngsters under 16. 


In the same decision, the court ruled 
that states cannot tell adults where 
they must buy contraceptives and 
cannot ban the display or advertising 
of birth control devices. 


Only four of the seven justices who 
voted to strike down the New York law, 
however, decided that youngsters 
enjoy the same right to privacy as 
adults when it comes to making 
decisions about childbirth and con­ 
traception. 


Those four were Justices William J. 
Brennan, Harry A. Blackmun, Potter 
Stewart and Thurgood Marshall.

“I asked them 
how they could figure that the meter 
had been bad since Dec. ll, 1973, but 
they couldn’t explain it.” 
According to utility regulators in 
Columbus, the company’s back billing 
is based upon estimates of what the 
families would have used. They have 
no way of knowing exactly how much 
electricity was used but not metered, 
they say.

SAN JO SE, Costa Rica (AP) - 
Financier Robert Vesco, a fugitive 
from U.S. charges of embezzlement 
and illegal political contributions, will 
leave his five-year-old haven in Costa 
Rica, President Daniel Oduber says. 
‘Many days ago I told Mr. Vesco 
that he should leave Costa Rica, and he 
is going to go,” Oduber said in a radio­ 
television broadcast Thursday night. 
“ I do not think he should leave 
hurriedly,” said the second Costa 
Rican president stained by association 
with the controversial American. “ He 
should put his affairs in order, and he 
is doing this. And he should clarify his 
situation before the courts of justice.” 
Vesco, who lives with his family at a 
walled-in, well-guarded home in a 
suburb of San Jose, was not available 
for comment. An aide at his office 
said: “ To my knowledge, no statement 
has been issued by Mr. Vesco.” 
There was speculation that the 42- 
year-old financial manipulator would 
go to Panama or would return to the 
Bahamas, where he has holdings 
reportedly worth $50 million and where 
a court in 1973 rejected a U.S. request 
for his extradition. 
yesco, a native of Detroit, is a 
fugitive from U.S. federal charges of 
looting $224 million from Overseas 
Investors Services, the international 
mutual fund, and of making a secret 
$200,000 cash contribution to President 
Nixon’s 1972 campaign. 
He has lived in Costa Rica since 1972 
and becomes eligible for citizenship 
this month. Oduber said he is leaving 
“ not because he believes he has caused 
great damage to Costa Rica but 
because I do not want this matter to 
permanently sully the name of Costa 
Rica abroad.”

starts as scheduled in a few weeks. 


Golding said in a telephone interview 
that he expects to find “the same 
problems at Kent State as at other 
universities. 
“ A lot of these problems are due to 
lousy communications, which seem 
endemic to academic institutions,” he 
added. “ These are the things I work 
at.” 


He said he expects to visit the 
campus a couple of times this summer 
but hopes the present administration 
clears up the “ Tent City” protest 
before he takes over about Sept. 1.

New KSU 
President 


KENT, Ohio (AP) — The new Kent 
State University president, Dr. Brage 
Golding, says he is aware of problems 
at the university and he is assuring 
faculty and students that “things will 
be better.” 


The 57-year-old Golding, who has 
been president of San Diego State 
University since 1972, was picked 
Thursday as the eighth president of 
Kent State. 
Some of the problems at Kent were 
hinted at by retiring president Glenn 
A. Olds, who said last fall when he 
cited the unionization of the Kent 
faculty and what he called an “ad­ 
versary” climate. 
An immediate problem on the 
campus this summer is a show of 
opposition by a student group living in 
“Tent City” to protest university plans 
to erect a new recreation building near 
the site where four students were slain 
and nine wounded by Ohio National 
Guardsmen 
May 
4, 
1970. 
The 
protesters have threatened to lie in 
front of bulldozers if construction 
starts as scheduled in a few weeks. 


Golding said in a telephone interview 
that he expects to find “the same 
problems at Kent State as at other 
universities. 
“A lot of these problems are due to 
lousy communications, which seem 
endemic to academic institutions,” he 
added. “These are the things I work 
at.” 


He said he expects to visit the 
campus a couple of tunes this summer 
but hopes the present administration 
clears up the “Tent City” protest 
before he takes over about Sept. I. 


SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (AP) — 
Financier Robert Vesco, a fugitive 
from U.S. charges of embezzlement 
and illegal political contributions, will 
leave his fiveryear-old haven in Costa 
Rica, President Daniel Oduber says. 
“Many days ago I told Mr. Vesco 
that he should leave Costa Rica, and he 
is going to go,” Oduber said in a radio- 
television broadcast Thursday night. 
“I do not think he should leave 
hurriedly,” said the second Costa 
Rican president stained by association 
with the controversial American. “He 
should put his affairs in order, and he 
is doing this. And he should clarify his 
situation before the courts of justice.” 
Vesco, who lives with his family at a 
walled-in, well-guarded home in a 
suburb of San Jose, was not available 
for comment. An aide at his office 
said: “To my knowledge, no statement 
has been issued by Mr. Vesco.” 
There was speculation that the 42- 
year-old financial manipulator would 
go to Panama or would return to the 
Bahamas, where he has holdings 
reportedly worth $50 million and where 
a court in 1973 rejected a U.S. request 
for his extradition. 
Yssco, a native of Detroit, is a ; 
fugitive from U.S. federal charges of.- 
rooting $224 million from Overseas 
Investors Services, the international 
mutual fund, and of making a secret 
$200,000 cash contribution to President 
Nixon’s 1972 campaign. 
He has lived in Costa Rica since 1972 
and becomes eligible for citizenship 
this month. Oduber said he is leaving 
“not because he believes he has caused 
great damage to Costa Rica but 
because I do not want this matter to 
permanently sully the name of Costa 
Rica abroad.”

•force for a policy on energy and 
transportation. 
The task force was formed after 
President C arter announced his 
energy proposals April I. The league is 
scheduled to adopt a position on the 
program next month. 
Carter has threatened gasoline taxes 
starting at 5 cents a gallon and in­ 
creasing to 50 cents if his energy 
saving goals are not met. Horn said the 
taxes are inevitable. 
“If fuel goes up to a dollar a gallon, 
then the kids will start riding a bike to 
school and the trips to the grocery will 
be planned,” said Kettering. 
Residents in sprawling areas such as 
Phoenix particularly will have to turn 
to car pooling and bus riding, he said. 
He added that the league of cities has 
plans for some of the billions of dollars 
in revenue that would be generated by 
Carter’s proposed taxes on U.S. crude 
oil, particularly in the area of mass 
transit.

DETROIT (AP) — Prompted by the 
death of a mechanic, a federal safety 
agency has stepped up its investigation 
of faulty fan blades that could result in 
the recall of 6.2 million Ford Motor Co. 
cars and trucks. 
Such a recall would be the second 
largest in history. 
The mechanic, Roger Keyes, 24, of 
Rockwood, Mich., was injured May 22 
in a Detroit garage when the fan broke 
on the 1972 Ford Torino he was 
repairing, said the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration. He died 
last Saturday. 
Ford spokesmen said Thursday they 
knew of the death only after being 
contacted by a reporter. 
A neighbor said Keyes was at work 
when “the fan broke and caught him 
through the chest and throat.” 
Joan Claybrook, head of the NHTSA, 
has said the incident “shows the 
urgent necessity of an immediate 
recall.” She called it a “severe 
problem.” 
Last week, the NHTSA said it was 
considering recalling up to 6.2 million 
1970-77 model Ford cars and light 
trucks because the engine cooling fan 
blades could break off and injure 
someone working under the hood.

Either way the husky bay colt, 
owned by Mickey and Karen Tay lor of 
White Swan, Wash., will enjoy good 
company . 
Mickey , a log cutter who liv es on the 
Yakima Indian reserv ation in Eastern 
Washington, where a good horse once 
was v alued as highly as a good ax e, 
showed little signs of the pressure 
leading up to the Triple Crown on 
Friday , the day before the race. 
He ambled about the rain-soaked 
y ard outside Barn No. 54, where The 
Slew was stabled, chatting with 
passersby , joking with reporters and 
being generally sociable. 


If Seattle Slew triumphs in the 109th 
running of the Belmont he not only will 
booomc the first unbeaten Triple 
Crown winner, he also will hav e 
ov ercome the largest field ev er in 
doing so.

In 1948, Citation faced sev en riv als, 
and twice—War Admiral in 1937 and 
Assault in 1946—the winner faced six 
other contenders. Sir Barton, the first 
Triple Crown winner in 1919, and Count 
Fleet in 1943 were part of three-horse 
fields in the Belmont.

CINCINNATI (AP) - Tony Perez 
was choked up. Dan Driessen was 
psy ched up. 
“1 was super glad for him,” said 
Driessen, who had reason to be happy 
himself. 
Perez, one of Cincinnati’s all-time 
baseball heroes, was near tears after 
an emotional return to Riv erfront 
Stadium Friday night. Reds’ fans 
saluted the departed slugger with a 
roaring 65-second standing ov ation. 
Perez rubbed his ey es, tipped his cap 
to the crowd sev eral times and later 
called the homecoming greeting 
“something special.” Ix mgtime ob­ 
serv ers said the rousing welcome was 
the largest giv en an opposing play er 
since a packed Crosley Field crowd 
thundered wav es of applause on 
Boston’s Ted Williams, then a civ ilian, 
during the 1954 All-Star game. 
Powered by Driessen and George 
Foster, Cincinnati snapped the Ex pos' 
fiv e-game winning streak with 13-1 
rout key ed by a 16-hit attack and Fred 
Norman’s strong pitching. The v ictory 
put the Reds’ record ov er .500 at 27-26 
for the first time since the opening 
week of the season. 
They now trail the l/is Angeles 
Dodgers by eight games, hav ing 
trimmed the deficit from 13 in two 
weeks. 
Driessen, booed earlier this y ear by 
Reds’ fans who resented the Perez 
trade, drilled three hits, including a 
two-run homer, to driv e in three runs, 
matching Foster’s output. 
Afterwards, Perez said half-kidding: 
“Tonight they looked like they don’t 
need me." 
Driessen said the ov ation from the 
crowd of 39,000-plus “got me psy ched 
up," but not because he was try ing to 
prov e any thing. “1 just wanted to play 
my normal game instead of try ing to 
do ex tra things, impossible things.” 
Foster led the early barrage as the 
Reds handed Stan Bahnsen, 1-1, his 
first National League loss. He was 
ripped for fiv e runs in 2 2-3 innings. 
Dan Warthen, ex -Red Santo Alcala and 
Dan Walker met similar fates as the 
Reds laced 16 hits. Dav e Concepcion 
had a two-run double, Cesar Geronimo 
had a solo homer and Pete Rose drilled 
the 500th double of his career. Foster’s 
homer was his 13th of the season, high 
on the club. 
“ We’v e 
finally 
jelled,”

Driessen. “Now we’re getting the 
hitting and pitching together.”
